Christian Science and Its Discoverer 
This is. perhaps, the best evidence 
we can have that the term "Christian 
Science" was not a mere l atch phrase, 
but that it was the title deliberately 
affixed to it by the 
discover* r 
and 
founder of this teaching, Mary Baker 
Kddy. after years 
of 
st ript ural 
re­ 
search. combined with abundant proof 
of its healing and spiritualizing effect. 
In lier little book entitled "No and 
Yes” (p. IWL she writes: “The two 
largest words in the vocabulary 
of 
thought are ‘Christian’ and ‘Science,' 
showing thut she was well aware of 
the significance attaching to the title 
limier which her teaching was hence 
forth to be known, 
it was. perhaps 
natural that anyone, who dared to 
take up sui Ii a revolutionary stand 
point as this, would meet with mtsrep 
resentstion. and every detail of Mrs 
Kddy’a life and character 
has 
been 
subjected to a crossfire of criticism 
and calumny, 
which 
criticism has, 
however, only rebounded 
upon 
the 
heads of the critics, for the facts rt 
garbing the life and charac ter of Mary 
Raker Kddy will bear the closest scru­ 
tiny.

lier leanings: by her own Industry, 
better educated than most souug wo­ 
men of lu r day and extraordinarily 
well read;

self us the recipient of a new revela­ 
tion of truth, and that she* shouldered 
the re -ponsihility implied iii this idea 
with the deepest humility aud sincer­ 
ity of purpose. 
"I was a scribe under 
orders.” (Misc. Writings, p. Gill, she 
writes of herself, and this attitude of 
being ‘‘under orders” is cuaracteristic. 
Throughout her long 
career, 
which 
w as changed I rom a life of invalidism 
and apparent uselessness to one of 
abounding health and usefulness, she* 
continued faithful iii he r obedience to 
the divine guidance, and pledged tee 
the service* of humanity.

that there are literally 
hundreds

thousands iii the world today who are 
hearing witness to Hic* value of the

The boast of materialism, thut it 
occupies the whole held cd' common 
sense, had never been fairly fac ed un­ 
til Christian Science appeared to do j niility 
it. and Uh* moment this happened, ma­ 
terialism. like* the giant Goliath, was 
doomed. 
What do we mean by m ate­ 
rialism? Well, in dictionary language, 
it is the doctrine that m atter is the 
only substance, and that m atter and 
its motions constitute the universe.

and temporal thoughts are human, in­ 
volving error, and since* God, Spirit, is 
the on Iv cause, they lack

cause*. 
The temporal and material are 
not then creation* of Spirit. They are 
hut counterfeits of the spiritual and 
eternal." 
It is therefore 
in

realm

thought that we must learn to distin­ 
guish between that which is fading 
ad mortal and that which is perfect 
and eternal, and always to choose the 
atter. 
The great teacher of Chris­ 
tianity concerned himself almost en­ 
tire s with the* thoughts of men, for 
he well understood that thought al­ 
ways precedes action.

The quail season opens November 15. 
The above information is issued in conformity with a telegram 


received by the State Fish and Came commission fro rn Washington, 


D. C., under date of October 11, stating that the President has signed 


the proclamation allowing shooting one half hour before sunrise. 


Hunters seem to have confused these dates. 
Last year the duck season 
and the quail season opened the same day, October 15. 
But there has been 
a meeting of the legislature since that time, and the game laws have been 
changed. 
Hence the confusion on the part of many. 
It is a good plan for hunters to study their game laws pretty carefully 
before doing any shooting. 
There will be no let off, it is claimed, because he 
pleads ignorance. 
And furthermore, it is understood that the State Fish and 
Game Commission is planning to station officers in the different club grounds 
and arrests will be made of early and late shooters. 
The day closes at sunset.

The first bombardment will 
((infuse th** birds and they will fly in 
any direction without a definite pur­ 
port in view. 
After they get the Idea 
that they are being shot at. they will

"The duck is a funny bird,” said 
Vie Walker, iii discussing tile open­ 
ing of th** season.

thing for air th at was pum ped into 
a tire a t 40 deg. Fahr. to rise to 
110 deg. Fahr. Yet, even in th is ex­ 
trem e in sta n c e ,the pressure rose but 
8.4 pounds, which is not at all dan­ 
gerous. 
Most tir£ users would say off hand 
th at the increase would be a t least 
tw enty pounds in such cases— while 
the far-fetched theory of some m otor­ 
ists would lead one to suspect th at 
the increase was anyw here from IOO 
to 500 pounds.

w eather did m ake a little difference 
it would be policy to risk it ra th e r 
than take th e chance of having the 
tires underinflated. 
Of the tw o evils 
the latter is by far the m ore uni­ 
versal and destructive. 
In th is connection, it is well to 
rem em ber th at air pressure is ju st as 
apt to increase in cold w eather as 
in hot. 
T his could come about by 
the friction of the tire against the 
road w here the going is rough be­ 
cause of the sand, rocks, etc.

a ir in w inter. 
The safe rule is to 
alw ays keep the tire inflated to the

m ent tak es the load of the car into 
consideration, and is a safe precau­ 
tion ag ain st the evils of underiufla- 
tlon.

which is the early bird here, and they 
have gone on south to the innumer­ 
able ponds and lagoons of Lower Cal­ 
ifornia. 
“The widgeon and sprig are still in 
the majority here, according to local 
hunters who have been out on the 
clubs in the last few days. 
They will 
furnish some mighty fine shooting for 
the first day, too. 
"The ponds south of the Santa Ana 
Sugar Company factory, which were 
open grounds last year have been 
taken 
up by clubs this year, and 
hunters will now 
be 
compelled 
to 
stick to the roads. 
"The ducks are beginning to get 
pretty wild already. 
There has been 
a good deal 
of 
shooting 
going 
on 
among men who were in a hurry to 
get at the game. 
They made the ex­ 
cuse that the birds were damaging 
the crops, and went after them. • A 
few weeks ago it was possible to walk 
right up close to the ducks, but that 
is not the case at the present time. 
Hunters should not get the date of 
the opening contused in their minds. 
The season opens this year one-half 
hmm before sunrise on October 16, 
not on the lath, as was the (ase last 
year.

J u s t before using the boiled oil, 
put it in a kettle, say gallon, if floor 
is eighteen feet square, put in a piece 
of beeswax, size of sm all egg, boil to­ 
g ether until wax is thoroubhly mixed, 
apply to floor with wide paint brush, 
while oil is warm , not hot.
